Director of Administration and 
Finance Bradford Jackson had 
proposed in a memo to the 
committee that the $25 athletic fee 
be dropped. 

Bradford read his memo to the 
committe in which he had written, 
“As a result of the generous 
donations to the Middle School 
After School Program from the 
Wilmington Rotary Club of 
$9,000 and Garelick Farms of 
$476.28, I believe we are now ina 
postiion where we can provide a 
Middle School After School 
Program and climinate the High 
School Athletic User Fee.” 

Jackson said that although the 
donations will not cover the 
$17,500 previously transferred by 
the school committee to the 
middle school athletic program,

Jackson said that with “tight 
expenditure controls” and “a 
favorable season of gate receipts,” 
the $25 fee could be dropped. 

School Committee Robert 
-Young. said he thought relying on 
gate receipts was risky, and he 
opposed the suggestion. Young 
said it would be prudent to wait a 
year on the decision. 

School committee member 
Clarkin said she would like to see 
more specifics about what is to be 
funded in the after school 
program before making a 
decision. “If we're going to start 
shifting money in budgets, I want 
to wait and see what money is left 
as a whole picture.” Clarkin added 
that then the committee could 
identify priorities and spend the 
money on the top priorities.

Marion Boylen 
Wilmington loses a very special lady

In any town in any particular era, 
there are certain people who exert 
a strong influence on how the town 
develops. In Wilmington in the 
mid-Twentieth Century, Marion 
Boylen was such a person. She died 
this week at 94, having outlived 
most of the leaders of her era. 

Marion and George Boylen lived 
for many years on Williams 
Avenue at Silver Lake. She was 
shaped by the times. Raising five 
children during the Great 
Depression could not have been 
easy, but it taught her ways of 
doing things that would prove 
valuable. 

She: was best known for her 
service of some 20 years on the 
Wilmington Board of Health, many 
of them as chairman. The Board of 
Health can wield surprising power 
as most any builder, restaurateur 
or food vendor can attest. 

Wilmington has a problem which 
has its roots in the early 1900's. 
Real estate speculators brought 
tracts of ‘land and laid out 
developments with tiny house lots. 
The town was changing from a 
rural community into a resort 
town. People from the city would 
come out on streetcars to Silver 
Lake. Many of the brought 
summer camps here. Most of those 
camps have either been demolished 
or converted into year-round 
homes. But the 50 foot lots 
femained on the maps despite 
many attempts by town officials to 
wipe them out. 

During Marion Boylen's tenure 
on the Board of Health, she was the 
town's prime defense against 
builders wanting to use those lots. 
She would refuse to issue a septic 
system permit, and often would 
have to go to court to defend her 
position. She usually won, too. 

Though a fighter for what she 
believed in, Marion had a knack 
for being able to put her point 


across in a clear but 
non-confrontational manner. It was 
almost impossible to not love and 
respect her. 

In addition to her work on the 
Board of Health, she was active in 
many other community endeavors. 
She was among the founders of St. 
Dorothy's Church, the Wilmington 
Community Fund and the 
Wilmington Boosters Club. Prior 
to her service on the Board of 
Health, she served on the 
Wilmington School Committee. 

She was recognized for her 
service to the town, being named 
as a Good Guy. The Good Guy 
Award, originatéd in the late 
1960's, honors a community leader 
for their service to the town. 
Marion was one of first to be 
chosen. 


From the pages of the 
Town Crier, April 1974: 

Marion Boylen of Williams 
Avenue might just be described as 
a housewife, Monday evening. She 
was to be a guest of the Cain 
family for an out-of-town party. 
One of the family cars called at her 
home with one of the sons driving, 
and Mrs. Fred F. Cain in the back 
seat to ride with Marion. First 
though, the car had to make stop 
at the K of C Hall in Wilmington. 
Rep. Cain was there, at some 
function, and had to join his 
family. 

At the K of C Hall, somehow, 
Marion was convinced that she 
should to in. It was not an easy 
thing to convince Marion. 

When she arrived at the entrance 
to the hall it was to-see a large 
crowd standing, and applauding, 
and to hear the music of an 
orchestra. Several hundred people, 
including several dozen from the 
Boylen family, had known for 
weeks that Marion Boylen was to 
be presented the Good Guy Award 
of 1974. 

For Marion Boylen, the surprise 
was complete.

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One of the more experienced and 
sophisticated persons in the social 
life of Wilmington, Marion was 
completely abashed. Like a little 
girl she hid behind the entrance 
door, and refused to come out. She 
refused, flatly,..to face that 
audience. It took the combined 
resources of her husband George 
and Rocco DePasquale to get her 
through the front door and into the 
hall. 

The Boylen family had lived in 
Wilmington for over 40 years, and 
before that were summer visitors 
in Wilmington. 

It was during the dark days of the 
Depression that Marion Boylen 
emerged to be the woman that she 
was. She was instrumental in many 
things, getting a school at Silver 
Lake, and working for the 
establishment of what is now St. 
Dorothy's Church. She was ever 
active in the charities of 
Wilmington, and increasingly her 
word carried weight in 
Wilmington affairs, as time passed. 

When the Wilmington 
Community Fund was established 
Marion Boylen was there. She was 
the lady who went to every house 
fire in Wilmington for years, to 
make certain that the afflicted 
family had food and shelter, and 
the necessities of life. 

She had a very busy life.

Courtney, now an attorney and 20 
years before the Town Manager of 
Wilmington. For the evening's 
program, Mr. Courtney had 
established 'An Indictment of 
Marion Boylen. 

First he reviewed her "record." 
He pointed: out, for instance, that 
when he was Town Manager ‘of 
Wilmington and had first 
appointed her to the Board of 
Health, on which she served nearly 
20 years, it as to have that board 
swamped with litigation. 

Attorney Simon Cutter was 
appointed Defense Counsel and E. 
Hayward Bliss became the judge. 
From the ante room came the 
voices of a dozen persons, each in 
turn accusing Marion of drivers 
crimes and misdemeanors. 

Orchestrating the accusers was 
Marion's son, Selectman George 
W. Boylen Jr. 

The Defense Attorney didn't have 
emuch of a chance. He tried to 
speak. It was of no use. A jury of 
240 guests and the 18 at the head 
table found Marion Boylen guilty 
on all charges. 

The Blessing, it might be 
remarked, was by the Rev. Joseph 
Leahy of St. Dorothy's Church. It 
was quoting: 

"Bless the cook and all who serve 
us; 

And from indigestion, Lord 
preserve us."

Use of force in law enforcement 


By FRANK J. AMATO 

This week we covered the use of 
firearms, and use of force. Due to 
space constraints, we will cover only 
the use of force. This topic was 
presented by Officer Steven LaRivee 
please keep in mind that this topic is 
condensed. 


_ I. General Considerations and 
‘Guidelines 


A) Use of Force as it applies to the 
Police Officer. Because of his/her 
law enforcement and peace keeping 
tole, a Police Officer will be required 
dt times to resort to the use of physi- 
cal force to enable him/her to fully 
carry out his/her responsibilities. 
Police Officers are confronted con- 
tinually with situations requiring or 
resulting in the use of various de- 
grees of force to effect lawful arrest, 
to ensure public safety, or to protect 
himself/herself or others from harm. 
The degree of force used is depen- 


dent upon the facts surrounding the 
situation faced by the officer. Only a 
feasonable and necessary amount of 
force may be used. The degree of 
force the officer is forced to use is 
dependent upon the amount of resis- 
tance or threat to safety the situation 
produces. 

B) The Objective of the Use of 
Force. The objective of the use of 
force is to maintain and/ or reestab- 
lish control over a situation. Control 
is reached when a person complies 
with the officer's directions gnd/or 
the subject is restrained or appre- 
hended and no longer presents a threat 
to the officer or another. Since the 
officer will encounter a wide range of 
behaviors, the officer must be pre- 
pared to utilize a range of force op- 
tion that are reasonable and neces- 
sary to maintain and/or reestablish 
control by overcoming resistance to 
the officer's lawful authority while 
minimizing injuries. 

C) Guidelines vs Directives. Be-

cause there are unlimited numbers of 
possibilities, allowing for a wide va- 
riety of circumstances, no written 
directive can offer definitive answers 
toevery situation in which the use of 
force might be appropriate. There- 
fore we must set specific guidelines 
and provide the officer with a con- 
crete basis on which to utilize sound 
judgment in making reasonable and 
prudent decisions. 


II. Definitions 


A) Deadly Force. Deadly force is 
defined as that degree of force which 
a reasonable and prudent person 
would consider likely to cause death 
or serious physical injury. 

B) Non-deadly Force. Non-Deadly 
force is defined as that degree of 
force which in the circumstances is 
neither likely nor intended to cause 
death or serious physical injury. 

C) Serious Physical Injury. Seri- 
ous physical injury is defined as any 
bodily injury which creates a sub- 
stantial risk of death, causes serious, 
permanent disfigurement, or results 
in extended loss or impairment of the 


function of any bodily member or 
organ. i 

D) Probable Cause. Probable 
Cause for arrest exists if, at the time 
of the arrest, the facts within the 
knowledge of the arresting officer (or 
within the collective knowledge of 
the police) are responsible, trustwor- 
thy, and are sufficient to warrant a 
person of reasonable caution and pru- 
dence to believe that the person being 
arrested has committed or iscommit- 
ting the crime for which the arrest is 
being made. 

E) Reasonable Belief. Reasonable 
belief exists when the facts or cir- 
cumstances an officer knows, or 
should know, are such as to cause an 
ordinary and prudent person to act or 
think in a similar way under similar 
circumstances. 

F) Defensive Force. Defensive 
force is defined as the necessary in- 
fliction of physical battery to over- 
come violent resistance or to protect 
others from assault or injury. 


III. Policy 


A) Use of force to effect lawful 
objectives. Members of this Depart- 
ment shall use only the force reason- 
ably necessary to effect lawful ob- 
jectives and effectively bring an inci- 
dent under control. 

B) Deadly Force. Members of this 
Department may usé deadly force 
only when the officer reasonably be- 
lieves that the action is in defense of 
human life, including the officer's 
own life, or in defense of any person 
in immediate danger of serious physi- 
cal injury, or to prevent the escape

C) Lawful and Proper Force. In 
each individual instance, lawful and 
proper force is restricted to only that 
force necessary to control or termi- 
nate unlawful resistance and to pre- 
vent any further physical attack 
against the police officer or any other 
person. This would include deadly 
and/or non-deadly force, with lethal 
and non-lethal weapons. 


TV Continuum of Force 


A) Four'Levels in the Force Con- 
tinuum. 

1) To Persuade: To Persuade by 
an officer using his uniform to show 
authority or by communicating with 
verbal and nonverbal dialogue. Ver- 
bal and nonverbal commands must 
be given to direct and let the subject 
know what you expect of them. The 
subject must know what authority 
you have to detain/arrest and what 
they must do to comply. 

2)Seek Compliance: Toseekcom- 
pliance by unarmed tactics. Use this 
when the subjectis a passive resistors 
needs prompting to comply by physi- 
cal means. The use of pain compli- 
ance holds, escort positional or Oleo- 
resin Capsicum can be used, depend- 
ing on the level of resistance encoun- 
tered. 

3) Impede Subjects Action: To 
impede the subject’s action with an 


impact weapon or other intermediate 
weapons or techniques. Use this when 
the subject becomes an aggressor, 
attacks you without a weapon, and 
you fear for your safety or that of 
others. 

4) Stop Subject Action: To stop 
the subject's action with lethal force 
It may become necessary when a 
subjectattacks with a weapon or with 
the intent to do serious bodily harm. 
Lethal force is likely to cause serious 
physical injury or death.

Wilmington firm gets contract 
to detect explosives 


WILMINGTON — The Fed- 
eral Aviation Administration 
will buy $8.7 million in trace 
explosives-detection equipment 
from two Massachusetts com- 
panies, officials announced 
over the weekend. 

The FAA will spend $6.2 mil- 
lion on 50 EGIS explosives- 
detection units from 
Thermedics Detection of 
Chelmsford, and $2.5 million on 
50 Ion Track Itemiser units 
from Ion Track Instruments of 
Wilmington. 

Another $3.5 million will be 
spent on devices similar to the 
Itemiser from Barringer In- 
struments of New Providence, 
New Jersey. 

The FAA's $12.2 million pur- 
chase is funded under the avia- 
tion security law passed last 
October to better protect air- 
lines against the threat of ter- 
rorism. 

The units will be placed in 
the nation’s busiest airports, 
the FAA said, but did not 
specify which airports. 


The FAA has spent $6 mil- 
lion to develop Thermedics’ 
devices since 1986, but has only 
tested them in Detroit and 
Washington D.C. airports. 

The company's EGIS units 
have been used by US officials 
to investigate the TWA Flight 
800 explosion, the Oklahoma 
City bombing and-the bombing 
of New York’s World Trade 
Center. 

The EGIS system, which is 
in place in 42 airports in 12 
countries, uses chemical pho- 
tography to “sniff” carry-on 
and checked luggage. 

It can detect explosives in 
carry-on and checked luggage 
that rarely appear on “seeing”

The lon Track Itemiser 
screens for explosives in cargo 
and baggage by either wiping a 
surface with a cotton swab or 
using a hand-held “vacuum” 
device to pull a sample into a 
filter.

WILMINGTON - The fiscal year 
of 1997-1998 promises to be very 
interesting here at Wilmington 
High. With the new Education 
Reform in Massachusetts, classes at 
Wilmington High School (WHS) 
have increased in difficulty, or 
have perhaps been upgraded, and 
study halls have been eliminated. 
Wilmington's educational system is 
expanding, and so is the budget - 
right?There are still four levels of 
study; only now, the lowest level, 
Level One, has been eliminated and 
Advanced Placement has become 
much more available than last 
year. 

Level One has taken on the last 
year's euphemism of "College Prep 
B" and Level Two is now. called 
"College Prep A." Honors classes 
are no longer the most challenging 
courses available and essentially 
have replaced the old Level Three.

Asphalt Roofing Shingle 


Warranties Differ in Many Ways 


Most homeowners know that it’s 
important to check the manufacturer's 
warranty carefully when purchasing 
any building products. However, many 
homeowners planning a roofing pro- 
ject don’t know that they should check 
the roofing contractor's warranty, as 
well as the shingle manufacturer's 
warranty, carefully before signing on 
the dotted line. 

Unlike a new washer or dryer, the 
purchase of a new roof involves both 
purchased products and services. 
Because the end result, the new roof 
system, is a combination of both ser- 
vices and products, it is very important 
that the homeowner understands where 
the role of the manufacturer stops and 
that of the roofing contractor starts, as 
well as who is responsible if some- 
thing goes wrong. Warranty provisions 
may apply to both products and ser- 
vices. 

The real benefit of a product war- 
ranty is that, if a problem does arise, 
the warranty creates a relationship 
between the homeowner and the manu- 
facturer, who is typically responsible 
for repairing or replacing any defective 
product. However, a contractor's war- 
ranty on workmanship provides an 
added benefit in the event a perfectly 
good shingle roofing product is made 
ineffective due to poor or incorrect 
installation. 


CONTRACTOR’S WARRANTY: A 
GUARANTEE OF PERFORMANCE 


In the matter of services or work- 
manship, the signed agreement 
between the homeowner and the con- 
tractor generally contai mong the 
contractor's promises listed in the doc- 
ument, a warranty on workmanship. In 
short, this warranty should stafe that 
the contractor, as well as each of his 
employees, is qualified and competent 
to install, and will install, the agreed 
upon roofing product according to the 
manufacturer's specifications. 

Contractors can reduce the likeli- 
hood of warranty disputes with home- 
owners and manufacturers by limiting 
the number of roofing manufacturers 
they do business with. This approach 
allows the contractor to become more 
familiar with the product and its appli- 
cation requirements, develop a better 
relationship with the supplier and man- 
ufacturer, and better assess the manu- 
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facturer's track record for handling 
warranty issues. 

Contractors’ warranties contained in 
job agreements typically cover a 
period of one to five years, but the 
duration of the warranty is less impor- 
tant than the reputation of the contrac- 
tor for doing the job right and correct- 
ing any installation errors. The rep- 
utable roofer understands that his repu- 
tation is his most valuable asset. A 
workmanship warranty obviously is of 
little use to a homeowner if the con- 
tractor leaves town or goes out of busi- 
ness. 

Choosing a reputable roofing con- 
tractor is the single most effective way 
to avoid potential problems. Neighbors 
or previous customers are the best 
sources of referrals, though building- 
materials distributors and lumberyards 
also can provide good, solid recom- 
mendations. 

After.checking out the contractor, 
the homeowner can reduce the likeli- 
hood of future disputes over warranty 
terms by negotiating a written job 
agreement, prior to the contractor start- 
ing the job, that defines each of these 
issues: 

* Products to be used 

+ Work start and completion times 

+ Work-site, appearance 

«Insurance coverage in case of 

property damage 

* Insurance coverage in case of per- 

sonal injury 

* License, code and permit require- 

ments 

* Price 

* Payment terms and conditions 

* Change order procedures 

+ Exclusions 

Some of these terms are defined 
differently depending on who is 
asked. The definition depends heavily 
on the skill and attention to detail of 
the parties making the agreement. 
Most terms are defined and agreed 
upon quite easily. The term that 
seems most important before the job 
starts is “price fairness,” but unwrit- 
ten job changes and allegedly “under- 
stood” representations are often the 
most serious points of disagreement 
after the job is finished. 

Some roofing contractors make little 
or no reference to the manufacturer's 
warranty terms. This could lead to con- 
fusion should the homeowner need to 
file a claim for defective material. 
Homeowners should ask what manu- 
facturer will supply the quoted materi- 
als and should review the contractor's 
reference to the manufacturer's war- 
ranty terms. Needless to say, this 
means that the contractor should make 
an informed decision about the manu- 
facturer he will recommend. 

For example, the Roofing Products 
Group of CertainTeed Corp., which 
has manufactured asphalt shingles for 
more than 90 years, has a Consumer 
Service Division, specifically formed

At last you're ready to spread seed 
or sod the area. Hand seeding or seed- 
ing with a drop spreader is the least 
expensive. After sprinkling the soil 
with seed, top it off with a thin layer of 
peat moss (no more than % inch deep) 
This will help keep the seed from 
blowing away or drying out. 

Sodding gives insant gratification, 
and because you start with a thick grass 
carpet, there is less trouble with invad- 
ing weeds. After you lay sod, be sure to 
fill in the cracks between the sections 
with peat moss, This will help the sod 
sections to knit together quickly 

Once the seed or sod is down, al] 
you have to do is keep the new lawn 
well-watered until established. The 
soil should be moist at all times, but 
not wet. This could mean watering 
twice a day in hot weather or once a 
week if it rains

soil before planting will give your new 
lawn deep roots and a vigorous, 
healthy future.

BEFORE YOU PLANT 


Use a garden hose or a length of rope to create an out- 
line for your flower bed. This lets you see how you like the 
shape of the bed and provides a digging guide. The next — 
and most critical — step is to improve the soil. 

Start by loosening the ground across the entire bed. 
Remove the weeds, sod or old plants from the area. Next, 
spread 2 to 3 inches of peat moss across the bed. Then, dig 

into the top 6 inches of soil. The peat moss helps sandy 
soil hold moisture, so you won't have to water as often, and 
it loosens and improves the drainage in clay or hard-packed 
soil, so air can get to the plant roots. It also makes weeding 
easier and reduces the amount of fertilizer you'll need. 

Once the soil is ready, position the plants according to 
their planting instructions. Then, complete the bed with a 
layer of shredded bark or other bagged mulch to give it a 
more polished look. Water your new bed frequently until 
the plants take hold and, then, regularly during the summer 
to supplement the rainfall in your area. Then, just watch 
your garden grow and enjoy.

WILMINGTON - The members 
of the Rotary Club of Wilmington 
have changed the site for their 
weekly luncheons. They will still 
dine at noon on Wednesday, but 
the 50 years spent at the Masonic 
Hall on Church Street, Wilmington 
has been ended. 

It was a decision made by the 
officers and directors of the Club. 
There was no vote by the 
membership. The club is now 
dining at Stelios Restaurant on 
Lowell Street 

It seems the decision was made 
because of financial problems, but 
no statement has been made, The 
club members have remained 
silent. One club member did say he 
was not going to attend the 
meetings. 

The Wilmington Rotary Club was 
organized over 50 years ago. The 
first luncheon was in the Silver 
Lake Betterment Association hall, 
off Williams Avenue and across 
Main Street from Silver Lake. 
That clubhouse had been 
constructed about the time of 
World War One, for a Silver Lake 
Women's Club, under the 
leadership of Edna F. Melzar of 
Lake Street. There had been a 
Silver Lake Men's Club organized 
of men who played, for three 
years, in a Sil Lake Baseball 
Team without lc a single game. 

One can guess that the women's 
Club was formed because there 
was no opportunity for the ladies 
to join the Men's Club. 

The clubhouse, after World War 
One became the meeting place for

the Silver Lake Betterment 
Association. That association had 
regular Saturday afternoon movies 
for the neighborhdod children and 
was a political association for the 
people of Silver Lake. The 
clubhouse was eventually ordered 
to be torn down by the Wilmington 
selectmen because no taxes had 
been paid, 
‘ During the past hundred years 
the area northerly of the Masonic 
Hall has had its changes. Mrs. 
Hiller, for instance, on one 
occasion had a ditch dug to get 
water from the brook which 
crosses under Clark Street. She 
wanted to grow cranber from, 
which many farmers © of 
Wilmington had been making 
money 

That cranberry bog was the 
source of many mosquitoes in the 
area of Church Street. It was 
finally filled in, thanks to the 
efforts of the Wilmington Rotary. 
Over $40,000 was raised for that 
effort, and there is a monument 
near Church Street which marks 
the combined efforts of those who 
helped establish "Rotary Park." 
The building which is now the 
Masonic Hall has its own story 

It was built by Dr. Henry Hiller, 
husband of Mrs. Frances Hiller. It 
was planned to resemble some of 
the castles of Bavaria from which 
he is reputed to have emigrated. 
The mad king of Bavaria, Ludwig, 
caused special castles to be erected 
in Bavaria, and Henry seems to 
have had the same idea

Dr. Henry Hiller was a-person 
who manufactured medicine for a 
common but troublesome ailment 
He had a laboratory on Tremont 
Street, Boston, for his place of 
work, and had eight men working 
for him, all of whom were reputed 
to have been Doctors of Medicine. 

Dr. Hiller caused advertisements 
to be placed in the newspapers 
about his medicine, and how jt 
could cure an ailment which 

icted many persons. 

"Send me $5 and I will send you 
six bottles" he advertised. The 
money rolled in 

The building on Church Street 
was intended to replace his 
laboratory on Tremont Street in 
Boston. 

Dr. Hiller died on November 8, 
1888 and the building was never 
completed by him. It later became 
the place where Mrs. Hiller stored 
her cranberries, and was known as 
the “cranberry house." 

That is where the late Jim Kelley 
of Wilmington enters the story. He 
was born in Wilmington before the 
Civil War of Irish immigrants who 
had left the old country because of 
the potato famine. His father was a 
baker, who worked for the Bond 
Bakeries of Wilmington - the 
famous Bond Bread originated 
from that family. There were two 
bakeries in Wilmington. 

Jim was a person of integrity. He 
was what some sociologists would 
call "an Irish Puritan," meaning 
that he was a Catholic who so 


Strictly observed the teachings o! 
his church that he was a Puritan in 
attitude. 

Among other things Jim was the 
person™ who gave land on 
Middlesex Avenue where the 
Wilmington Public Library is 
today, so that St. Thomas Church 
could be erected. 

When Frances B. Hiller died in 
1901 there were lawsuits entered 
inthe probate court to contest her 
will. This -was something to be 
expected in the case of a woman 
who was eccentric, but who was 
also said to be a person of wealth. 
There had been many stories in the 
newspapers about her wealth. 

It became necessary to determine 
her exact wealth. Three men were 
named for the task. One, local, was 
Jim Kelley 

Among the things the three men 
had to so was to determine -the 
value of Dr. Hiller's Bavarian 
Castle. 

The term castle was never used, 
The term laboratory was never 
used. The term museum was not 
used. 

The Bavarian Castle had become 
a storage house for the cranberry 
industry of Frances Hiller. 

So, when Jim Kelley and his two 
companions determined the value 
of the building in their assessments 
they used the term which Jim 
Kelley and others were using for 
the building. 

They called it the "Cranberry 
House." Jim Kelley could do no 
different.

BOSTON (AP) — The num- 
ber of stabbings and shootings 
in Massachusetts dropped in 
1996 for the fifth straight year, 
according to figures released 
Tuesday. 

The chances of getting shot 
or stabbed also continued to 
fall among young black and 
Hispanic men who traditionally 
are most at risk, according to 
Cathy Barber, who directs the 
Weapon-Related Injury Surveil- 
lance System for the state De- 
partment of Public Health, 


Statistics for all area towns 
either fell or held steady. 

Woburn’s statistics fell as 
the :number of stabbings and 
shootin, gs te involving residents 
report area hospital 
rooms fell fei nine in 1995 to 
eight in 1996. 

This represents, for 1996, a 
rate of 22.3 incidents per 
100,000 population for Woburn. 

Statistics are not tracked as 
closely for some of the smaller 
cities and towns in the area. 

The state Department of 
Public Health doesn’t track the 
smaller towns as closely be- 
cause once incident could 
severely skew the year’s 
statistical data.

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Softball team clinches spot for 
State tournament, already?

WILMINGTON-- Just four 
weeks to the day of opening the 
season with another nine games 
left to go, the Wilmington High 
School varsity softball team has 
reached the impeccable: they have 
qualified for the state tournament 
for the fourth time in the last five 
years with its 10-0 record. Wow! 

Paul Lyman’s team did so with 
a 6-2 win over Triton on Monday 
afternoon at WHS. And that came 
after clubbing both Ipswich and 
Georgetown 12-0 and 15-0 last 
Wednesday and Friday, respecti- 
vely. 

Of all the previous WHS soft- 
ball teams, this one is as much as a 
surprise as the 1993 state 
championship team. Despite play- 
ing many teams who can’t beat 
their freshman team, still a 10-0 
record is a 10-0 record. And 
several reasons for that is the play 
of three underclassmen, Melissa 
Wolfe, Leann Bento and Robin 
Mainini. 

“No question [that they have 
been a big surprise),” Lyman said. 
“At the beginning of the season 
with all of the kids moving 
around, we really weren't sure 
what we would be getting. Leann 
and Melissa for the most part 
were inexperienced on the varsity 
level. Those two kids have been a 
big surprise, they are both playing 
super, super ball right now. 

“But you can’t forget about the 
play of Jill Lojek. She is playing 
far and above what I expected. 
We graduated three seniors last 
year and right now those three 
(Wolfe, Bento and Lojek) have us 
right back on track. But it’s not 
just them. I think right now the 
kids are fitting into their roles 
very well, 

“We have our everyday players, 
but when Amy Surran doesn’t 
pitch, she doesn’t play and that's 
not an easy role to play since she 
could play first or second or DH. 
Melissa Palermo is playing a 
terrific centerfield and when Amy 
pitches, she doesn’t hit. Then 
Karen MacArthur, Jodi MacKen- 
zie and Deanna Ward are pla- 
tooning in right field and all three 
of them are doing a good job. 
Our pitching has been great and I 
think the kids understand their 
roles and that’s why we are 
winning,” Lyman continued. 

Lyman is absolutely correct 
when he says it’s not just a few 
players who is making this team 
into one of the state’s best. Surran 
and Mainini have been pitching 


very well thus far and with the 
schedule getting a lot tougher with 
seven of the team’s next nine 
games really tough, perhaps it’s 
time for the duo to step it up 
another notch. 

“Looking at the schedule I knew 
we would be pretty good,” Lyman 
said. “I had hoped for 9-1, but 
thought we probably would have 
been 8-2 at this point. I thought 
we would have split the two 
Merrimack Valley games but we 
won both of them. And we are 
going to keep everything the 
same. Amy and Robin are going 
to keep switching games no matter 
who we play. Robin has been 
pitching very well and we need 
her to continue to eat up as many 
innings as we can get out of her.” 

Mainini went the distance on the 
mound on Tuesday and she im- 
proved her stats. She is now 4-0 
and she dropped her E.R.A. from 
3.65 to 3.03 as she gave up one 
earned run on six hits and three 
walks, while striking out five. 
Through 30 innings of work, the 
freshman has struck out 23 and 
has walked just nine. 

As for Surran, she has con- 
tinued to be impressive, except 
that walks has hurt her and she 
must limit those in the upcoming 
games. She is 6-0 with a 1.64 
E.R.A. but the most impressive 
stat for her is the 45 k’s in 34 
innings of work, but walking 29 
batters needs to be cut down. 

As good as the pitching is with a 
combined 2.30 E.R.A., the hitting 
has been even better. Five players 
on the team have been nothing but 
superb with the aluminum. Cat- 
herine Townsend is batting .667 
going 14-for-21 thus far with 


eight RBI's as she has missed three 
games due to an injury. After 
her, Jill Lojek’s .536 clip with 12 
tbi’s is very impressive, then 
Melissa Mather, Leann Bento are 
bpth batting .407, while, Melissa 
Wolfe is a very respectable .379. 
In ten games, those five players 


have combined to bat .471 and are 
averaging six runs a game. 

And after those five, Lyman has 
players like Lisa Southmayd, Julie 
Gillis and Palermo who also can 
hit the ball with the best of them. 

And speaking of Palermo, her 
two-run single was the difference 
on Monday as that broke the game 
wide-open as the team beat Triton 
6-2. Gillis and Townsend also 
had two hits each. 

As for the two slaughter games 
last week, Jodi MacKenzie and 
Townsend hit back-to-back 
homers to push the 15-run Mercy 
Rule into effect over Ipswich. 
Townsend and Wolfe both went 3- 
for-4, while, Mather, Southmayd, 
Gillis and Jill Lojek all chipped in 
with two hits each. 

Finally in the 17-0 win over 
Georgetown, the Cats scored 12 
tuns in the first inning off a pretty 
good pitcher. Bento had the big 
bat going 2-for-3 while driving in 
five teammates. 

“With the schedule getting a lot 
tougher with Lynnfield, North 
Reading who is 9-1 (this Friday 
night at Aprile Field at 7:00), 
Masco, Billerica, Masco again and 
then Amesbury, we are going to 
have to continue what we are 
doing and just play consistent ball.

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Skeet shooting: 
fun, fast and fun 


by Ed Larkin 

High, fast flying, fluorescent 
spheres shoot across a blue sky 
background to be intercepted by a 
hale of lead pellets. In an instant, 
the brightly colored disc is blasted 
to dust by the able shot gunner. 
The next set of targets won't come 
as easily. The second half of this 
station is a set of doubles, 

The single sphere is quickly 
picked up in the shot gunner's 
eyes; the doubles are into as easy. 
Coming from the high and low 
house, the double discs force the 
shooter to think and shoot more 
quickly, This fast moving, fast 
action sport is called skeet, and it is 
just one of the many shotgun 
specialty sports for today's shotgun 
enthusiasts. 

Skeet shooting was developed in 
1920 by a group of upland hunters 
to improve and practice their wing 
shooting. Skeet shooting is an 
international sport enjoyed all over 
the world,Skeet is also an Olympic 
sport with many competitive 
levels. Contests are designed 
around skill levels and types of 
shotgun gauges. 

The word "skeet" is derived from 
the Scandinavian word for shoot. 
Credit for naming the game goes 
to Gertrude Hurlbutt, a Dayton, 
Montana housewife who in 1926 
Won a contest for naming the new 
game. Some of the other names 
being considered at the time were 
"Bang" and Bye Bye Blackbird." 

This is the National Skeet 
Shooting Association description of 
the game of skeet: Squads of five 
shooters fire from each of the 
cight shooting stations arranged 
around a semi-circle. There is no 
guess work as to which house the 
target will come from and what 
path it will take. The high house 
target starts from a point 10 feet 
from the ground and the low house 
target from a point up to three feet 
above the ground, 


Shooters follow this target 
sequénce: Stations | and 2, High 
house single; Low house single; 
High house/Low House_ pair. 
Stations 3, 4 and’5, High house 
single;Low house single. Stations 6 
and 7, High house single; Low 
house single;Low house/High house 
pair. Station 8, high house single; 
Low house single. 

Most new shooters to the game 
break between 8-14 targets on 
average. After some practice, they 
move into the high teens and low 
20s. It is not unreasonable for a 
novice shooter to score a perfect 
25. Every skeet shooter tries for 
an endless string of perfect scores. 

Just like any sport, skeet can 
become very expensive. Customs 
guns, shotgun shells, and range 
time can add up quickly. To get

gauge shotgun and some basic 
target loads. Let time and 
experience show you what 
equipment is right for you. 

A good, basic 12 gauge shotgun 
tuns in the $175-$250 range. 
There are two local clubs that 
invite non-members to shoot on 
shotgun courses Sunday mornings 
and Wednesday evenings. The 
Andover Sportsmen Club in 
Andover (located next to Harold 
Parker State Park) and the Reading 
Gun Club. 

Both of these clubs welcome 


newcomers to the shotgun sports. 
Experienced shooters are generally 
willing to explain the basics and 
offer advice on safe gun handling. 
The clubs charge a small fee for 
each round shot.

Skeet shooting is a fun and easy 
to learn sport. Basic costs are 
negotiablé and cost saving methods 
are plentiful after you understand 
the basics. For the beginner, a trip 
to the skeet range will set the 
groundwork for many years of 
safe, enjoyable shooting.

they understand and when that 
happens they thank me. Now 
that’s class, 

Anyway, I just want to give you 
some idea of what I try to 
accomplish as the sports editor of 
this newspaper. I try to get the 
Most popular sports as much ink 
as possible because those are the 
sports that all kinds of fans go to 
pay to see. I always see more than 
parents and friends of the athletes 
at football, hockey, basketball and 
baseball games and to be honest I 
don’t see any of those such fans at 
track or gymnastics meets. And 
since girls sports are just as or 
more successful than the male 
sports in Wilmington, softball, 
field hockey and soccer also get a 
lot of paid attendance and that's 
why I give them more publicity 
then the sports like cross country 
and so forth. I know it’s not fair, 
but football games is what pays 
for coaches salaries and what sells 
newspapers, track meets don’t. 

Besides football, which I cover 
every week every season, all of 
those other sports I try to cover 
every week with an exception of a

missed week here or there. As 
for the other sports, I try to cover 
them every other week. But 
sometimes if I have a late game on 
a Monday or Tuesday night to 
cover, an update on a team might 
slip to three weeks. All coaches I 
have dealt with understands that 
except for Mr Cripps. 

Don’t get me wrong, | admire 
track athletes as much as I do 
football players and I admire 
tennis players as much as I admire 
softball players, but to be honest 
how many fans watch a tennis 
match compared to a softball or 
even a soccer game? 

After longtime coach Frank 
Kelley stepped down from the 
coaching ranks a few years ago, I 
haye had to deal with Bob Cripps 
since as he was named his 
replacement. Since the first day I 
talked to him, I have found Cripps 
very rude to me and once in a 
great while he will be nice to me. 
But he is also the hardest coach to 
quote, he hardly says anything on 
any of my questions, maybe it's 
because of my questions, but I 
have never had this problem with 
any other coach including other 
track coaches. 

So at the start of every season I 
call every coach to do a team 
preview (last winter I never did 
anything on the WHS gymnastics 
team only because I left about ten 
messages to the coach and she 
never called back once despite 
dealing with her a lot the previous 
season). I called Cripps, he gave 
the information, | wrote what I 
thought was two optimisti¢ stories 
about two teams who hardly ever 


win despite having many great 
hard working student-athletes on 
the team. That call came on the 
week of April 9th. 

After that call, two weeks went 
by when I didn’t call Cripps nor 
did I watch a meet mostly because 
the softball and baseball teams 
were off to fantastic starts and 
for the baseball team that hasn't 
happened in a long time. But if 
the case was reversed and the 
track teams were off to a 5-0 start 
or something like that, then the 
paper would be filled with track 
results as well as stuff about the 
softball and baseball teams, Get 
it? 

Anyway, last Tuesday (April 
29), I called Cripps leaving a 
message on his machine around 
7:30 asking him to call me back. 
He never did. So now it went to 
three weeks in a row without any 
coverage. 

Now early Tuesday evening 
(May 6th), I was putting my pages 
together until it got time for me to 
call some more coaches. Cripps 
was one of four coaches as well as 
Debbie Turri the WHS girls tennis 
coach who I also at that time 
hadn’t touched base with since the 
preview. 

Around 7:30 this past Tuesday 
night, I called Cripps. He ans- 
wered, and I asked him how he 
was doing. He paused and said 
that he was very busy. Then I 
asked him if he would rather me 
call him back at a more con- 
venient time. Again he paused 
this time longer, and he responded 
by saying that he was really con- 


cerned with that. And I said, with 
what? He said you calléd me once 
before the season and did a 
terrible article, and we have had 
seven meets since and you haven't 
called since and now you are. I 
said first of all, what was wrong 
with the article? He said it was 
terrible and he didn’t think I can 
ever write a good article on 
anything. I told him that he wasn’t 
the easiest person to quote and that 
certainly doesn’t help when 
writing track stories, but being 
tude as usual to me, Cripps 
interrupted me and said you 
haven't been around at all, how 
many meets have you been to? I 
said none, but I started to explain 
as an adult that I can only do so 
much, and as a child Bob Cripps 
said enough then and he hung up 
on me. Real mature, huh - and he 
teaches our future? 

Okay, I'm at fault because I 
haven't seen any meets, I will 
admit that. I usually try to make 
it to one or two meets a season as 
well as every other team. I don’t 
go to any tennis matches or golf 
matches, never have and probably 
never will to be perfectly honest 
and those coaches never complain, 
they thank me. I will admit I’m at 
some fault here, but come on 
Crippsy grow up will you? 

Just to let all of the track 
athletes and parents know I will 
never, ever call or deal with Bob 
Cripps again. As a coach, I think 
he is terrible, it appears when I’m 
around (and I have seen probably 
10-15 meets over the past three 
years or so, last year alone I think 
I saw at least ten and most of those 


were in Roxbury on a Saturday 
morning) as if he doesn’t teach or 
coach the kids anything, he never, 
ever gives them positive feedback 
while I am there and it seems as if 
he never has fun coaching them. 


I'm not trying to be rude or harsh 
here, but many, many student- 
athletes have told me that they 
have either quit because of him or 
that they do not like playing for 
him. And for me, going to a meet 
and seeing perhaps a kid like Greg 
Young break another record and 
then having to talk with Cripps, 
doesn’t make any of it 
worthwhile. 

As for Tewksbury, I have seen 
maybe 20 meets of theres ovar the 
years because the coaches make it 
so enjoyable because they are so 
positive to the kids and they coach 
them, rather than just sit there. 
For me I could watch them lose 
100-0 and get as much of 
enjoyment out of it then if they 
won by that same score because 
the coaches make me feel com- 
fortable, they are pleasant to talk 
to, they share a laugh and they 
have fun doing something they are 
very good al, despite the records. 

I'm not going to sit here and 
bash Bob Cripps left and right ... I 
have said a few things that I have 
felt for a long time that I have 
always wanted to say. But he 
criticized me for what I think for 
no reason at all. If he doesn’t like 
my writing fine I can surely 
accept criticism, I actually like it 
because then I know there are 
things I can improve on. But at 
least be an adult about it.

So for further track. results I 
will talk to the captains and see if 
I can arrange to get the results of 
their meets from them as I did so 
this past winter with Mike Sweet. 
I will never deal with Cripps 
again and I'm sorry if that offends 
anyone, and this really has nothing 
to do with the phone call, it put 
the thought over the edge, but this 
has been brewing for a long, long 
time. As well as doing my job, I 
think I help coaches when I give 
them publicity on their programs 
..Maybe some are not as much as 
the others but publicity is pub- 
licity and for some apparent rea- 
son according to Cripps, I guess I 
don’t do that and much more for 
the track program. 

This is what it all comes down 
to. I try my hardest to be fair to 
all of the teams and give student- 
athletes as much credit as they 
deserve. I believe and so do many 


others, that I’m doing a pretty 
good job al it. Writing track is 
very hard, and when a team 
doesn’t win that much that cer- 
tainly doesn’t help matters and 
then a coach who doesn't say 
anything positive certainly doesn’t 
help the excitement of the story. 
Maybe my stories aren't that 
good, but that’s funny I always get 
a ton of compliments from Tew- 
ksbury track coaches, athletes and 
parents and that has happened 
when they have won state titles 
and when they have finished dead 
last. Hmmm... I wonder why?

“It all depends on the flow of 
funds,” Rutledge said in an 
interview. 


The plan calls for $15 million 
in new construction and $3 mil- 
lion in demolition and renova- 
tion at the Stoneham site. 

“It will be the world’s first 
Earth Park,” e said. 

He explained that each exhib- 
it will be in three phases: zoo- 
logical, anthropological and geo- 
logical 


As an example, the wolf 
exhibit will consist of the 
wolves, an abutting Native 
American village set up in the 
style of the Yaki or Tara 
Humara tribes that are native to 
the lands roamed by the ani- 
mals and earth and rock forma- 
tions native to the animals. At 
times the village may even con- 
tain actors portraying the inhab- 
itants. 
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Stone Zoo layout 


All of this is planned for a 
hilly area fronting on Pond 
Street and abutted by the pre- 
sent mouflon exhibit. It will 
extend beyond the present 
perimeter fence of the Zoo and 
go toward Spot Pond which is 
being abandoned by the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority. 

The land is already a part of 
the 26 acre zoo site but has not 
been used in the past because of 
the Pond’s former designation 
as a reservoir. 

Rutledge said that the master 
plan calls for the first of the new 
exhibits to be completed as soon 
as possible along the strip that 
abuts Pond Street. 

Following the wolf exhibit, 
the plans call for a new big horn 
sheep exhibit to go in where the 
mouflon are now. They will be 
moved to a spot closer to the 
planned snow leopard exhibit

because that animal is a natural 
predator of the mouflon, a type 
of mountain sheep. 

Reindeer, elk and moose will 
also be part of the exhibits when 
the proposed Earth Park is com- 
pleted. Beaver and otter, 
monkies and tapirs will be on 
hand to greet the public as will 
Major the polar bear. 

The 30 year-old bear will 
have a new accompaniment as 
his pool will be abutted by one 
containing seals. The plans call 
for the pools to have underwater 
views so that zoogoers can 
observe what happens in that 
environment too. 

According to Rutledge, the 
work will be a continuing pro- 
cess until completion. He said 
that the funding for the next 
exhibit is already starting to 
come in. 

In a break from the past, 
which is more in keeping with 
modern zoo keeping practices, 
the plan calls for all the animals 
to be bred for eventual release 
back into their native habitats, 
especially the endangered 
species. 

The plan shows a new aviary 
accompanying the present 
exhibit that is very popular with 
the public. 

As if showing faith in the new 
plans, the llamas have come 
forth with a new baby. The 
almost two week-old is named 
Harriet and is the first of three 
expected this year. 

Also showing their faith are 
the storks who have been bring- 
ing their own young into the 
world. 

As a part of the planned 
Earth Park a solar feeder will 
be installed to provide food for 
the animals on a more natural 
basis. Rutledge said that rather 
than have handlers place food at 
designated spots, the feeder will 
work in such a way as to make 
the animals roam around the 
exhibit in search for the food. 

According to Rutledge, a total 
count has not been announced 
for the number of exhibits and 
in that way it will not be limited 
to what is on the master plan at 
this time. 

Work will not stop at the 
Franklin Park facility, however. 

Rutledge said, “There will be 


, concurrent projects. I have to 
build the visitation at both facili- 
! ties.” 


The figures show that in less 


than a year on the job, Rutledge 
has already been able to Lring 
up the visitation and revenue 
figures. 


The CZC figures show that 


revenue at both facilities was up 


193 percent during the week of 
April 21-27 (school vacation 
week) compared to the same 
period last year. 

In his speech at the ground- 
breaking, Rutledge reaffirmed 
his statement from last fall say- 
ing, “we have the two greatest 
potential sites in the country for 
200 building.” 

Rutledge is a person with 
enough experience in zoos to be 
able to make that statement. He 
is credited with rebuilding the 
Baltimore, MD Children’s Zoo 
into the world renowned facility 
it is today. He was running his

the features preserved were 
light fixtures used on the first 
floor garden level, the wood dou- 
ble-hung sash and the distinct 
chrome-plated fixtures in the 
auditorium and vestibule.

Place at Reading. It has been

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Free cataract information 


To help people determine the 
best time to undergo cataract 
surgery, the Massachusetts 
Association for the Blind is 
offering free information about 
cataracts and the treatment 
options during the national 
March observance of Cataract 
Awareness Month. 

“Most people don’t realize 
that the best time to remove a 
cataract is when they can no 
longer perform the activities 
they enjoy, such as reading, dri- 
ving or watching TV,” says 
Gloria Evans, Information & 
Referral Specialist at MAB. 

A cataract is a progressive 


clouding of the eye’s natural 
lens, the part of the eye respon- 


sible for focusing light and pro- 
ducing sharp images. According 
to progiam sponsor Prevent 
Blindness America, nearly 13 
million people in the U.S. have 
some degree of cataract. People 
at risk of developing cataracts 
are those who are 55 years or 
older, people with diabetes; 
those with a family history of 
the eye disease; or individuals 
who suffered an eye trauma ear- 
lier in life. The chances of devel- 
oping cataracts sharply increas- 
es to 50 percent for people 65 
years and older.

New hope

Experts believe the bacteria 
damages and weakens the barri- 
er that protects the stomach and 
the duodenum, eventually caus- 
ing thé ulcer.

While cataract surgery is one 
of the most common and safe 
procedures in the U.S., it is not 
without risks. That is why it is 
important for individuals and 
their eye doctors to discuss the 
treatment options and their 
potential risks. 

A common myth about treat- 
ing cataracts is the use of 
lasers. Many Americans believe 
that cataracts are removed by 
lasers. In fact, cataract surgery 
involves actually removing the 
clouded lens and replacing it 
with an artificial implant called 
an intraocular lens. Laser treat- 
ment is used if individuals 
develop “secondary cataracts.” 
This occurs if the membrane 
that’s behind the artificial lens 
becomes cloudy. It may occur 
months after surgery.

Speech research on stroke 


victims aids in treatment 


The mouth movements people 
make to speak are apparently 
coordinated by a brain region 
about the size of an eraser on a 
pencil, located in the left side of 
the brain, a study suggests. 

It’s part of a feature called 
the insula, and a study of stroke 
patients implicates it in the pro- 
duction of speech, said neu- 
ropsychologist Nina F. 
Dronkers. 


She identified the area by 
studying two groups of stroke 
patients. One group of 25 
patients had difficulty pronounc- 
ing works.

showed that the areas of stroke 
damage in all these patients 
included the eraser-sized part of 
the insula. 

Dr Dronkers also imaged the 
brains of 19 stroke patients who 
had damage in the left side of 
the brain but no difficulty in 
pronouncing words. None of 
these patients showed damage 
in the apparent speech area. 

Identifying the speech region 
should help in diagnosing the 
speech problem seen in the 25 
patients, called apraxia, Dr. 


Dronkers said. The condition 


can be eased with treatment, 
she said.

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Spruce up those garden tools — } 


Good quality garden tools 
will last a lifetime if you keep 
them clean, sharp and free of 
rust. 

Here are some tool-saving 
tips: 
— Tools will last far longer 
if you clean and oil them after 
each use. This is important for 
digging tools, which lose their 
protective coatings with each 
use. To scrape off the dirt, 
keep an old putty knife on a 
nail near where you store your 
tools. 

To oil your tools, keep a 
large container of sand mixed 
with used motor oil on hand (1 
pint of oil to 20 pounds of 
sand). Clean the tool, then 
plunge it into the sand mixture 
several times. 

— Protect the moving parts 
of gardening machinery 
such as mower blades — and 
keep your tools rust- and 
corrosion-free with moisture- 
displacing spray lubricants 
such as WD-40. 

— Rust on your tools? Rub 
them with a soap-filled steel- 
wool pad dipped in kerosene or 
turpentine, then give them a 
brisk rub with wadded 
aluminum foil. 

To scour away heavy rust, 
use a wire-brush attachment on 
your electric drill. 

— A coarse aluminum oxide 
dise (No. 36) — a common drill 
attachment sold at hardware 
stores — will put an edge back 
on a nicked ax or mower blade 
faster than a file and whet- 
stone. Do it quickly, so that the 
high-speed sanding doesn’t ruin 
the temper. 


— Be sure to sharpen your

I have a 
timer on it so when we first 
turn on the hot water, it’s very 
rusty. It never completely 


clears up. 

Before installing this cir- 
culation pump, I cleaned and 
flushed out the water heater, 
which is 1 year old. How do I 
get rid of the rust without hav- 
ing to buy a new water heater? 

A. There are two possibie 
sources for. the rust. The tank 
itself is usually not one of 
them. Most of today’s water 
heaters have a high quality 
glass lining, and it’s very rare 
to-have-a lining failure sig- 
nificant enough to cause rusty 
water. 

The rusty water is either 
caused by the circulator pump 
or iron-reducing bacteria. If 
the puny has a cast-iron hous- 
ing, rather than a brass or 
bronze housing, this could be 
the problem. If the problem is 
not caused by the pump, then i 
would suspect iron-reducing 
bacteria. 

Unlike other kinds of water- 
borne bacteria, this kind is not 
harmful. It is common in 
water-distribution piping in 
which soluble iron exceeds .2 
parts per million. Soluble iron 
in the water provides food for 
the bacteria, and the rusty dis- 
colored water is the end result 

of the bacteria-feeding process. 

The pump is probably stir-

A clean workshop is safer 
and more efficient. If your 
shop is really dusty, it’s a good 
idea to wear a dust mask and 
even goggles when sweeping or 
brushing debris. 

Preventive Care 

Anticipate dust. Before un- 
dertaking a large messy sand- 
ing or sawing job, tape or 
staple plastic drop cloths 
around the work area. Create 
covers to prevent dust ac- 
cumulating on your power 
tools. 

If your home’s heating or 
cooling system has ducts that 
serve your workshop, block off 
the duct intake grilles 
temporarily or turn off the sys- 
tem while doing heavy sanding. 
Otherwise, fine dust particles 
will be spread all over the 
house. 

One way to capture fine air- 
borne dust is to mount a 
furnace filter on the air-intake 
side of a box fan, using duct 
tape or an elastic stretch cord. 
Put the fan next to your work 
area, blowing away from you. 
Vacuum the filter when it be- 
comes filled with dust.

A shop vacuum is a must for 
keeping a workshop clean.
